Trees Are Not 
Dead-—Just Slow 


Development of Leaves, Bloom 
Delayed as Result of Warm 
Winter Temperatures 


Many growers al аге ге worrying about 
the condition of their deciduous 
fruit and walnut trees this spring, 
according to M Н. Kimball, assist- 
ant farm advisor in Los Angeles 
county for the University of Call- 
fornia. Inquiries and comments are 
frequent to the effect that walnut, 
peach, apricot and other deciduous 
fruit trees must be almost dead, as 
they are slow coming inio bloom 
und putting out leaves. Mr. Kimball 
points out that these trees are nob 
deud, but that the normal develop- 
ment of leuves end bloom is deinyed 
AS а result Of warm winter tenpera- 
tures which existed during Decem- 
ber, January, and February past. ;

for proper growth a certaln amount 
of cold weather in the winter time. 
Failing to experience this cold 
weather, they are not іл condition to 
Brow properly in the spring. 

There is nothing опе can do to 
bring them out Irrigation 15 of no 
avail, in fact, irrigation should be 
delayed until the trees have had a 
chance to develop leaves and use the 
water in the soil While trees are 
somewhat weakened by delay and 
poor crop usually results, Mr Kim- 
ball points out, they do nof die from 
this cause; adding that some varie- 
ties may not be in full leaf untit 
May or early June.

pendent children of deceased World 
War veterans be without govern-

Lesson for Boys on “Sprinting” 
by World Record Holder 


Emerson "Bud" Spencer former 
world's record holder for 400 meters, 
gives the following pointers to im- 
prove speed: . 

The first principle of running and 
all forms of competition In athletics, 
is relaxation. Every boy should strive 
for this relaxation in running. 


Starting is conceded to be the 
most difficult part of sprinting to 
master. А race is won or lost in the 
first few yards, but not because a 
man Jeaves his holes a fraction of a 
second later than №5 opponent. 
Many of the world's fastest sprinters 
won fame because of a sweeping fin- 
ish, but these cyclonic fintshes would 
never have been possible had not 
the winner come from his holes with 
the degree of perfection which found 
him in excellent running position 
before he started his drive. 

You cannot run until you have 
propelled yourself into running po- 
sition. Starters take shorter steps 
coming from their holes because 
they cannot take a long, full stride 
until momentum will warrant it. 
Perfect running position is a slight 
jean forward with the heel and back 
of the head'in а straight line. 

The crouching start 15 used with 
tips of your fingers and thumbs act- 
ing as а prop. Hands should not 
be spread too far apart, and when 
you are in your marks properly your 
elbows should lock. In other words, 
your arms should be straight, elbows 
not bent. 

The placing of holes depends on 
the physique of each individual; 
long-legged boys naturally require а 
greater Spread than short, stocky 
youngsters. The position should be 
comfortable and the back hole must 
not be so far back that the rear leg 
bzcomes too straight in the “get set" 
position. Don’t worry about which 
leg you use to push from the holes, 
That comes natural, 

At the command, "On your mark," 
the runner assumes а relaxed posi- 
ion with his weight forward on the 
tips of his fingers. In this way, at 
the command, "Get set, the boy's 
weight is forward and he 1s imme- 
diately ready to throw himself on- 
ward with the report of the pistol. 

It is necessary that the first stride 
be made in the proper manner, for 
if it isn’t, it delays the runner from 
attaining speed. Many boys take 
short, jab-lke strides when learn- 
ing to start. This 1з a good prac- 
tice because it breaks down a tend- 
ency to make strides too long before 
gaining proper speed. 

Two of the difficulties boys will 
experience in learning to start will 
come from an improper starting po- 
sition and in taking long strides be- 
fore running position, 

Boys should run full tilt to the 
tape. Many boys have a bad habit 
of slowing up when the tape із near. 
Make it a rule to run clear through 
the tape. Try to master the start. 
Xt is essential in the latter part of 
your race that you get out of your 
holes in the proper prescribed man- 
ner, That is more than half of 
springtime as far as boys are con-

An alarming situation is fast de- 
veloping due to the increase of 
deaths in motor vehicle accidents 
throughout the state.

Rebel Armies

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RUTHERFORD DEAD 
BUT BURIAL OF 
SEGT LEADER 

S DELAYED 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan. 12. UP) 
Lying on his deathbed, Joseph 
Franklin Rutherford, 72, world 
leader of Jehovah's Witnesses, 
voiced a last wish. 

He asked disciples to bury him 
at dawn of the day after death in 
a hillside crypt at Beth-Sarim, the 
estate he built here for the biblical 
King David's return to earth. 

Rutherford died at the estate 
lest Thursday in a passing kept 
secret until Saturday. 

But today Rutherford's body was 
still unburied, his last wish thwart- 
ed by a county law forbidding 
burial on the estate because it is 
not a legally zoned cemetery. 

Fallowers of the Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses’ movement obtained a hear- 
ing date January 24 to present 
thelr burial permit petition before 
the county health commission. 
Preparations went ahead, mean- 
time, on an apparently elaborate 
memorial to be erected at the es- 
tate. 

Rutherford, an enemy of organ- 
jzed Christianity which he termed 
an "unholy alliance against the 
common people," had been ill here 
for two months. Dr, George Roy 
Stevenson, who signed the death 
nortifinata сай Rutherford had 
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known for eighteen months of the 
malignant condition that eventual- 


"ly brought his death. 


Chief of a movement that spread 
to thirty-six countries, Rutherford 
claimed two million followers to 
whom he prophesied а millenium. 

Dignified and severe, the former 
Missouri lawyer made thousands of 
addresses to gatherings of Wit- 
nesses and in later years over the 
radio. He campaigned for William 
Jennings Bryan in 1896, but some 
time later abandoned political af- 
fairs to become a follower of Pas- 
tor Charles Taze Russell prophet 
of an approaching Armageddon and 
& man who preached hell was a 
myth. 

After Russell died in 1916, Ruth- 
erford assumed the leadership of 
an expanded movement. Although 
Rutherford refused to set any defi- 
nite year for the arrival of the ті- 
lenium, his followers kept alive the 
statement that "millions now liv- 
ing will never die." 

During recent years, Jehovah's 
Witnesses have been involved in 
incidents attracting national atten- 
tion, such as that of а 1940 contest 
before the United States supreme 
court of a case of two Pennsyl- 
vania children who opposed а re- 
quirement that they salute the 
American flag in school,

WASHINGTON — President 
Roosevelt confers with his congres- 
sional leaders today about con- 
gress’ refusal to follow his advice 
on wartime price control legisla- 
tion. 

Administration senate leaders 
have described the bill passed by 
the senate late Saturday as “farm 
relief” legislation rather than price 
control. 

One of the senate bill’s provis- 
jons—give Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Claude R. Wickard veto pow- 
er over any farm price ceilings 
fixed by Price Administrator Leon 
Henderson—was approved, 
the express opposition of the pres- 
ident, who had asked in a letter to 
Senate Democratic Leader Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky that there 
be no division of authority. 

Wickard, in an interview today, 
said he still wanted control of 
prices as well as production of 
farm products, contending that 
they should be administered joint- 
ly to assure the Allied nations ade- 
quate food supplies. 

The legislative problem on price 
control legislation is a knotty one. 
The senate and house versions dif- 
fer radically on important provis- 
ions. Senate-house conferees are 
expected to begin work tomorrow 
or Wednesday in an effort to reach 
a compromise. 

The senate passed its version of 
the measure late Saturday, 83 to 1, 
with only Sen. Gerald P. Nye, R., 
М. D., dissenting, after the strong 
farm bloc limited the government's 
power to regulate the prices of ag- 
1iicultural commodities. 

Both senate and house bills are 
alike in these respects:

SINGAPORE--Strange flashing 
hghts sometimes peep out of the 
dense jungle growths on the east 
coast, guiding Japanese planes to 
British Imperial troop units.
